WASHINGTON, Nov. 12. As 
ifthe nearness of his return to pri- 
vate life had freed him from a 
certain restraint, President Cool- 
lége in an address here last night 
talked plainly to domestic and Eu- 
ropean critics of American foreign 
policy. He made it clear that he 
stands by the nava! expansion pro- 
gram which was sidetracked by the 
Senate filibuster at the end of the 

last session of Congress. 

The President spoke at a tenth 
anniversary celebration of Armis- 
tice day, held in the Washington 
Auditorium under the auspices of 
the American Legion. 

“It i obvious that, eliminating 
all competition,” jhe said, “world 
_ standards of defense require us to 
have More cruisers.”” Explaining 
7 the failure of the Geneva limita- 
/tion conference of 1927, attended 
',by the United States, Great’ Brit- 
-eain and Japan, he declared that 
“the British, “as near as we could 
* figure out their proposal,” asked 
' for a cruiser tonnage that would 
*hayve meant an expansion, not a re- 
fiction, of war fleets, and that 
“hence no agreement could be made. 
. Praises Kellogg Treaty. 

. The renunciation-of-war treaty,

‘wribed by the President as “the 

Most effective instrument for peace 

‘that was ever devised.” 

This treaty will come before the 
Senate at the December session of

GIARRE, Sicily, Nov. 12.— 
Mount Etna, now in the eleventh 
day of violent eruption, was sstill 
pouring out a huge flow of lava 
today, although there were signs 
that the deluge’ was slackening 


somewhat. 

The main lava stream this aft- 
ernoon was advancing in the direc- 
tion of Carrabba over a width of 
2500 feet, with the likelihood that 
this would be increased at this 
point by another lava stream pour- 
ing- in over the destroyed town of 
Mascali, which no longer offers an 
obstacle to the destructive on- 
rush. 

Latest reports from the danger 
front said the stream was only 
about. 100 feet from the Messina- 
Catania high road, its southern 
flank advancing about 6% feet an 
hour and continuing to invade the 
outskirts of Carrabba to the south- 
east. Carrabba, a town of 8000, 
hag been abandoned by its inhabit- 
ants. 

St. Agatha’s Veil Exposed. 

The veil of St. Agatha, which 
according to tradition has often 
arrested the march of Mount Et- 
na’s lavy stream toward Catania, 
Was exposed in the Cathedral in 
Catania today by . order of the 
Archbishop Cardinal. Nava. The 
fatihful here recalled that on pre- 
vious occasions, following pleyers 
to St. Agatha, . the lava stopped 
short before Nicolosi and Lingua- 
guossa, 25 miles north of this city. 
The Cardinal issued an appeal for 
prayers by all in the diocese. 

Five thousand people are home- 
less, 700 houses have been de- 
Sstroyed and neagrly 3000 acres of 
farm land have been laid waste in 
the Mount Etna region, says a re- 
port issued today by Signor Giuri- 
ati, Minister of Public Works, who 
visited the danger zone.

These three places, together -with 
Riposto and Giarre, fringe the base 
of Mount Etna and lie on the Cir- 
cum-Etna railway, which has been 
cut near Mascali by the lava flow. 


Explosions Hurl Up Stones, 

The town of Nunziati had an 
anxious week-end. Early yester- 
day morning there were loug earth 
rumblings, followed immediately 
by a series of explosions, which 
hurled up great quantities of 
stones and bright flames. For a 
time it was feared that a new 
eruptive mouth had been formed, 
but later it appeared that the 
phenomenon was due to local con- 
ditions. 

An advanced observation outpost 
occupied by Prof. Calabro of the 
Volcanological Institute was aban- 
doned, in view of this outburst, 
since it seemed likely that the 
place would be enveloped by two 
small branches of the lava stream. 

The branches of. molten ~ rock 
have been moving forward in Cor- 
roba like an army on a mobile 
front, now one column thrusting 
itself forward and then relaxing 
while another was reinforced.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Two 
hundred and eighty-three individ- 
uals in the United States counted 
their incomes for 1927 in seven 
figures, and of these 10 received 
more than $5,000,000. The Bureiu 
of Internal Revenue made public 
statistics today in an annual re- 
port of income tax returns. 
As incomes of more than $1,- 
000,000 were reported for 1926 dy 
231 persons, the 1927 figures show 
52 additions to this class. But 
while there was an increase in the 
total receiving a million or more, 
there was a drop in the number 
reporting incomes of more than 
$5,000,000. Fourteen reported such 
incomes for 1926. 
- Taxes Total $826,245,497. 
An aggregate net income of $22,- 
673,317,907 for 1927 was shown ‘n 
the bureaus report to have been 
reported by income taxpayers in 
returns filed to Aug. 31, 1928. Of 
the 4,122,242 making returns, 2,- 
464,168 were found liable for taxes 
totaling $826,245,497. The 1927 re- 
turns represented an increase of 
46,700 over those for 1926 filed 
to Aug. 31, 1927, and the total net 
income likewise Increased by $1,- 
008,141,581 and the tax by $98,- 
766,071. The average net income 
was computed from the 1927 re- 
turns to have been $5475. and the 
average tax liability $200.43, 
* In conjunction with the prelim- 
inary 1927 report, the bureau also 
published an exhaustive survey of 
income shown in 1926 returns. ‘The 


report contained an historical pré- 
sentation of the incume and tax 
liability reported by individuals 
and corporations since the incep- 
tion of the present period of in- 
come taxation. 

Corporation Income Drops. 

The number of corporations fil- 
ing returns to last Aug. 31, for 
1927 was 462,868, of which 249,- 
847 reported net income of $8, 
068,200,905, liable to tax of $1,007,- 
981,774 Compared with 1926 res 
turns filed over a similar period. 
this represented a decrease in net 
income of $1,144,062,745 and in 
tax of $173,023,592. 

Of the 1927 returns, 3,234,877 
were for incomes of less than 
$5000. The net incomes in this class 
aggregated $8,708,853,581, equiva. 
lent to 38.58 per cent of the total. 
Those feceilving $1,000,000 or more 
had an aggregate net income of 
$586,256,979, equivalent to 2,60 per 
cent of the total. The taxes of 
those receiving less than $5000 
amounted to $13,230,647, or 1.58 
per cent of the total tax collected, 
while those receiving $1,000,000 
or more paid $96,463,651, or 11.69 
per éent of the total. ; 

Incomes of more than $1,000,000 
were reported by 60 persons for 
1914, 120 for 1915, 206 for 1916, 
141 for 1917, 67 for 1918, 65 for 
1919, 33 for 1920, 21 for 1921, 67 
for 1922, 74 for 1923, 75 for 1924, 
and 207 for 1925.

The needs of out Own peo- 
ple require that any further ad- 
vances by us must have most care- 
ful consideration.” 


The President began his address 
with a eulogy of the American 


He praised the “new courage and 
new energy” which Admiral Sime 
took into the conflict on the sea, 
and declared that for the outstand- 
ing accomplishments of the unde- 
feated American army in France, 
the United States was indebted “to 
the genius of Gen. Pershing.” 
Cost of World War to U. S. 
Nothing could be further from 
the truth, he asserted, than to say 
that the United States made a 
profit out of the War. 

“Up to the present time,” he, 
said. “our own net war costs, after 
allowing for our foreign debt expec.

The President spoke forcefully 
against war, saying that “no good 
thing ever came out of war that 
could not bettés have been Secured 
by reason and conscience,” but he 
added that the country must ‘‘faceé 
facts’ and be ready for defense. 
“The inherited tustinct of selfish- 
ness,” he sald, “is very far from 
being eliminated. The forces of evil] 
are exceedingly powerful.”

the good faith of the nation had 
been proved by its sacrifice under 
the Washington conference agreé- 
ments. Ours, he said, was alto- 
gether the heaviest sacrifice, He 
emphasized the point that “foreign 
governments made agreements 
limiting that class of combat 
vessels in which we were superior, 
but refused limitation in the case

Position on Disarmament. 

Turning to the troublesome ques- 
tion of cruiser strength, left unset- 
tled by the abortive conference at 
Geneva, he said that when pres- 
ent legislation was carried out, 
Great Britain would have 68 cruis- 
ers and the United States would 
have 40. 

Movements toward disarmament 
since the Geneva conference, he 
said, had been discouraging. He 
said that last summer France and 
England offered to limit the kind 
of cruisers and submarines adapt- 
ed to the use of the United States, 
limit the kind 
adapted to their use, 

“The United States,” he contin- 
ued, “of course, refused to accept 
this offer. Had we not done So, 
the French army and the English 
navy would be so near unlimited 
that the principle of limitations 
would be virtually abandoned.” 

He characterized the attitude of 
the United States toward Europe 
as one of “patience, consideration, 
restraint and assistance."”” Replying 
to criticisms of the United States. 
he said that this country had ac- 
knowledged and tfied to meet its 
duties to Europe, and he added 
that there were duties on the oth- 
er side, too. 

“IT think.” he said, “no informed 
person at home or abroad would 
blame us for not intervening in af- 
fairs which are peculiarly the con- 


cern of others to adjust, or when 
we are asked for help, for stating 
clearly the terms on which we are 
willing to respond.” 

Of the debts owed us by foreign 
nations, he said that the United 
States probably could better afford 
to lose the money than the debtors 
could afford not to pay it. He sug- 
gested that “with a whole-hearted 
acceptance of Republican institu- 
tions’ the foreign nations could 
make progress toward the high 
standard of living of the United 
States. It would be an entirely un- 
enlightenéd view, he said, not to 
want Europe to prosper. 

Lack of Mutual Understanding. 


“It is always plaiA,” the Presi- 
dent continued, “that Europe and 
the United States are lacking in 
mutual understanding. We are 
prone to think they can do as we 
can do. We are not interested in 
their age-old animosities, we have 
not suffered from centuries of vio- 
lent hostilities. We do not see how 
difficult it is for them to displace 
distrust in each other with faith 
in each other. 

“On the other hand, they appear 
to think that we are going to do 
exactly what they would do if they 
had our chance. If they would give 
a little more attention to our his- 
tory and judge us a little more 
closely by our own recofd, and 
especially find out in what direc- 
tions ww believe our real interests 
to li¢, much which they now ap- 
pear to find obscure would be quite 
apparent,” | 

The United States wanted peace, 
he went on, not only on moral 
grounds, but because war would 
interfere with our progress. He 
said that the United States desired 
no more territory inhabited by for- 
eign people. He pictured the out- 


lying ‘possessions of the United 
States, except the Panama Canal 
Zone, as not a help but a hin- 


drance, and said they were held 
by the United States not for profit 
but out of a sense of duty. 

Plain Admonition to Europe. 

“We want limitation of arma- 
ments,” he gaid, “for the welfare 
of humanity. We are not merely 
seeking our own advantage in this, 
as we do not need it, or attempt- 
ing to avoid expense, as we can 
bear it better than anyone else.” 

Then he delivered this plain ad- 
monition to Europe: 

“If we could securé a more com- 
plete reciprocity in good will, the 
final liquidation of the balance of 
our foreign debts, and such fur- 
ther limitation of armaments as

SENATOR M’NARY WILL URGE 
FARM BILL AT SHORT SESSION 


Consults President: Also Wants to 
Learn Status of Muscle

|. WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—After 
| conferring with President Coolidge 
today on farm legislation and Mus- 
Cle Shoals, Senator McNary of 
| Oregon said he thought it was the

McNary will consult the Attor- 
ney-General and other authorities 
to determine whether the bill be- 
came law or was actually vetoed. 
Senator Norris of Nebraska, spon- 
sor of the measure, maintains that. 
despite the lack of Mr. Coolidge’s 
signature the bill became law. On 
the result of Senator McNary’s in- 
quiry in this matter will depend 
whether he will move to have a 
Muscle Shoals measure introduced 
anew in Congress or whether the 
same bill will be reconsidered by 
Congress. 

Senator Reed (Rep.) Pennsyl- 
vania, who also called at the 
White House, said he believed it 
should be possible to enact farm 
legislation at the forthcoming ses- 
sion of Congress. Reed declared 
the equalization fee principle was 
out of consideration.

We are able to 
participate in this celebration be- 
cause our country had the re- 
sources, the character, and the 
spirit to raise, equip, and support 
with adequate supplies an Army 
and a Navy, which, by placing 
more than 2,000,000 men on the 
battle fields of Europe, contributed 
to the making of the armistice on 
day of November, 
1918. 

Obligation to Those Who Served. 


Our first thought, then, is to ac- 
knowledge the obligation which 
the nation owes to those who 
served in our forces afloat and 
ashore, which contributed the in- 
dispensable factor to the final vic- 
tory. Although all our people be- 
came engaged in this great con- 
flict. some in furnishing money, 
some in producing food and cloth- 
ing, some in making munitions, 
some in administering our Govern- 
ment, the place of honor will al- 
ways be accorded to the men and 
women who wore the uniform of 
our country—the living and the 
dead. 

When the great conflict finally 
broke upor us we were unprepared 
to meet its military responsibilities. 
What Navy we possessed at that 
time. as is always the case with 
our Navy, was ready. Admiral 
Sims at once carried new courage 
and new energy to the contest on 
the sea. So complete was the de- 
fense of our transports that the 
loss by énemy attack in sending 
our land forces to Europe was 
surprisingly small. 

Outstanding Features of Record. 


As we study the record of our 
army in France we become more 
and more impressed by three out- 
standing features. The unity of 
the American forces and the in- 
tegrity of the American command 
were always preserved. They were 
trained with a thoroughness be- 
coming the tradition of McClellan, 
they were fought with a tenacity 
and skill worthy of the memory of 
Grant. And finally, they were un- 
defeated. For these outstanding 
accomplishments, which were the 
chief sources of the glory of 
arms, we are indebted to the genius 
of Gen. Pershing. 

It is unnecessary to recount 
with any detail our experience in 
the war. It was.a new revelation, 
not only of the strength, but of the 
unity of our people. No country 
ever exhibited a more magnificent 
spirit or demonstrated a higher 
degree of patriotic devotion. The 
great organizing ability of our in- 
dustrial leaders. the unexpected 
strength of our financial resources, 
the dedication of our entire man 
power under the universal service 
law, the farm and the factory, the 
railroad and the bank, 4,000,000 
men under arms and 6,000,000 men 
in reserve, all became one mighty 
engine for the prosecution of the 
war.

Delivered Europe From Rui. 

When'it was all over, in spite of 
the great strain, we were the only 
country that had much reserve 
power left. Our foodstuffs were 
necessary to supply urgent needs; 
our money was required to save 
from financial disaster. Our re- 
sources delivered Europe from 
starvation and ruin. 

In the final treaty of peace, not 
only was the map of Europe _ re- 
made, but the enormous colonial 
possessions of Germany were di- 
vided up among certain allied na- 
tions. 
her nationals as they held was ap- 
plied to the claim of reparations. 
We neither sought nor took any of 
the former German possessions. We 
have provided by law for return- 
ing the private property of her na- 
tionals. 

Yet our own outlay had been 
and was to continue to be a per- 
fectly enormous sum. It is some- 
times represented that this coun- 
try made a profit out of the war. 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth. Up to the present time our 
own net war costs, after allowing 
for our foreign debt expectations, 
at. about $36,500,000,000. To re- 
tire the balance of our public debt 
will require about $7,000,000,000 
in interest. Our Veterans’ Bureau 
and allied expenses are already 
running at over $6500,000,000 a 
year in meeting the solemn duty 
to the disabled and dependent. 
With what has been paid out and 
what is already apparent it is prob- 
able that our final «ost will run 
well toward $100,000,000,000, or 
half the entire wealth of the coun- 
try when we entered the cor‘lict.

Viewed from its economic re- 
sults, war is the most destructive 
agency that ever afflicts the earth. 
Yet it is the dead here and abroad 
who are gone forever. While our

In common with most of the 
great Powers we are paying the 
cost of that terrible tragedy. On 
the whole, the war has made possi- 
ble a great advance in self-govern- 
ment in Europe, yet in some quar- 
ters society was so near disintegra- 
tion that it submitted to new forms 
of absolutism to prevent anarchy. 
The whole essence of war is de- 
struction. It is the negation and 
the antithesis of human progress. | 
No good thing ever came out of | 
war that could not better have 
been secured by reason and .con- 
science. 

Ever-Present Peril of Conflict. 

Every dictate of humanity con- 
stantly cries aloud that we do not 
want any more war. We oughté@o 
take every precaution and make 
every honorable sacrifice, however 
great, to prevent it. Still, the first 
law of progress requires the world 
to face facts, and it is equally plain 
that reason and conscience are as 
yet by no means supreme in human 
affairs. The imherited instinct of) 
selfishness is very far from being 
eliminated: the forces of evil are 
exceedingly powerful. 

The eternal questions before the 
nations are how to prevent war 
and how to defend themselves if 
it comes. There are those who see 
no answer, except military prep- 
aration. But this remedy has never 
proved sufficient. We do not know 
of any nation vhich has ever been 
able to provide arms enough so as 
always to be at peace. Fifteen 
years ago the most thoroughly 
equipped people of Europe were 
Germany and France. We saw what 
happened. While Rome main- 
tatned a general peace for many 
generations, it was not without a 
running conflict on the borders 
which finally engulfed the empire. 
But there is a wide distinction be- 
tween absolute prevention and fre- 
quent recurrence, and peace i of | 
little value if it is constantly ac- | 
companied by the threatened or | 
the actual violation of national | 
rights. 

Preparedness Deters Outbreaks. 

If the European countries had 
neglected their defenses, it is prob- 
able that war would have come 
much sooner. All human expe- 
rience- seeins to demonstrate that 
a country which makes reasonable 
preparation for defense is less 
likely to be subject to a hostile 
attack and less likely to suffer a 
violation of its rights whica might 
lead to war. This is the prevail- 
ing attitude of the United States | 
and one whichiI believe should | 
constantly determine its actions. | 
To be ready for defense is not to 
be guilty of aggression. We can 
have military preparation without 
assuming a military spirit. It is) 
our duty to ourselves and to the | 
cause of civilization, to the pres- | 
ervation of domestic tranquility. to | 
our orderly and lawful relations 
with foreign p°ople, to maintain | 
an adequate army and navy. 

We do not need a large land 
force. The present size of our 
regular army is entirely adequate, 
but it should continue to be sup- 
plemented by a National Guard 
and Reserves, and especially with | 
the equipment and organization in 
our industries for furnishing sup- 
rliexs When we turn to the sea 
the situation is different. We have 
not only a long coast line, distant 
outlying possessions, a foreign 
commerce unsurpassed in impor- 
tance, and foreign investments un- 
surpassed in amount, the number 
of our people and value of our 
treasure to be protected, but we 
are also bound by international! 
treaty to defend the Fantiea 
Canal. P

The na- 
tions have already accomplished 
much in the way of limitations, 
and we hope may accomplish more 
when the preliminary conference 
called by the League of Nations 
is reconvened. 

Meantime, the United States and 
other nations have been success- 
fully engaged in undertaking to 
establish additional safeguards and 
securities to the peace of the world 
by another method. Throughout 
all Wistory war has been occurring 
until it has come to be recognized 
by custom and practice as having 
a certain lega!] standing. It hag 
been regarded as the last resort, 
and has too frequently been the 
first. 
Progress of Anti-War Treaty. 

When it was proposed that this 
traditiona] attitude ehould be modi- 
fied between the United States and 
France, we replied that it should 
be modified among all nations. As 
a result, representatives of 15 
Powers have met in Paris and 
signed a treaty which condemns 
recourse to war, renounces it as a 
national policy and pledges them- 
selves not to seek to resolve their 
differences except by peaceful ac- 
tion. . 

White this leaves the questions 
of national defense and limitation 
of armaments practically where 
they were, as the negative supports 
of peace, it discards all threat of 
force and approaches the subject 
on its positive side. For the first 
time in the world, the leading Pow- 


‘ers bind themselves to adjust dis- 
| putes without recourse to force. 


While recognizing to the fullest ex- 


'tent the duty of self-defense, and 


not undertaking. as no human in- 
genuity could undertake, an abso- 
lute guarantee against war, it is 
the most complete and will be the 
most effective instrument for peace 


‘that was ever devised. 


So long as promises can be brok- 
en and treaties can be violated, we 
can have no positive assurances, 


yet everyone knows they are addi- 


tional safeguards. We can only 
eay that this is the best that mor- 
tal man can do. It is beside the 
mark to argue that we should not 
put faith in it. The whole scheme 
of human society, the whole prog- 
ress of civilization, requires that 
we should have faith in men and 
in nations. There is no other posi- 
tive power on which we could rely. 
All the values that have ever been 
created, all the progress that has 
ever been made, declare that our 
faith is justified. 

Preparation and Limitation. 

For the cause of peace the Unit- 
e@ States is adopting the only 
rractical principles that have ever 
been proposed, of preparation, limi- 
tation and renunciation. The 
progress that the world has made 
in this direction in the iast .10 


years surpasses all the progress 


ever before made. 

Recent developments have 
brought to us not only a new eco- 
nomic but a new political relation- 
ship to the rest of the world. We 
have been constantly debating what 
our attitude ought to be toward the 
European nations.

logg. 

“If the people are minded that 
there shall be no war there will 
not be,” he said yesterday in an 
address at the Metropolitan Opera 
House before the World Alllancé 
for International Friendship. 

“The best way to abolish war is 
to extend the field of arbitration 
to cover all juridical questions, and — 
to pledge all the nations of the 
world to condemn recourse to war. 
Thus may the illegality of war be 
estblished as a principle of inter- 
national law.” 

The Secretary told of engotiation 
by 58 nations of the Kellogg-Bri- 
and treaty for the renunciation of 
war, and said: “It is evident there 
is @ great forward movement all 
over the world for the settlement 
o- international differences by pa- 
cific means.” 

The causes of conflicts which 
cannot be settled by arbitration, 
he said, may be removed through 
education, tolerance and the cre-

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FRUIT REFRESHMENTS 
FOR DIETING GUESTS 


Fruit Salads Give Guests 
Chance to Eat, Yet Not 
Gain Weight. 


Housewives who entertain know 
something of the difficulty of plan- 
ning the culinary end of a party in 
such a manner as will be accept- 
able to those guests who are in- 
dulging in the doubtful luxury of 
a reducing diet. Figures must be 
kept slim, and the wise hostess 
provides food that will “fit in” in- 
stead of letting her feelings be hurt 
by the refusal of her fare. 

The one thing that can be used 
plentifully in all reducing diets is 
fruit—and there is growing up an 
increasing practice of serving some 
kind of fruit salad or fruit ice at 
evening parties instead of the rich- 
er cream and pastry concoctions 
that were considered so essential a 
short time ago. 

Fruits are an ideal source of the 
mineral salts and vitamins which 
are so necessary for regulating 
body processes; they are readily 
digested; are not “fattening,” and 
are available in some form all year 
around. 

Salad combinations that are suit- 
able for entertaining range from 
the plain fruit combinations to the 
more fanciful jellied and frozen 
mixtures. The dressings served 
with such salads are best made by 
substituting some fruit juices such 
as orange, lemon or pineapple for 
the vinegar in the dressing, and by 
using so far as possible French 
fruit dressing or thin mayonnaise, 
or cooked salad dressing mixed 
with a small amount of cream and 
flavored with some fruit pulp. 

Cranberry sauce, for example, 
when mixed in this way with may- 
onnaise and cream makes a de- 
lightful dressing for an orange or 
grapefruit salad, or for a combina- 
tion of white grapes, oranges, pine- 
apple and cocoanut. , 

Some of the newest salad com- 
binations are these: 

1. Arrange cubed oranges and 
pineapple in a nest of lettuce, 
sprinkle with chopped pistachio 
nuts and serve with French dress- 
ing made with orange and lemon 
juice. 

2. Arrange alternate sections of 
orange, grapefruit and sliced all!- 
gator pears on romaine or in a 
cuplike leaf of iceberg lettuce. Gar- 
nish each serving with two long 
narrow strips of pimento on top 
and a sweet pickled mango at each 
end. Use French dressing with 
lemon juice and a little of the 
pickle vinegar. 

3. Fill oranre shells with a mix- 
ture of white grapes halved and 
seeded, diced orange, red cherries 
{canned may be used), celery cut 
in very small dice, and sections of 
grapefruit. Serve with cream may- 
onnaise and garnish with shredded 
candied orange peel. 

4. Cut honeydew melon in slices 
about the size of orange sections, 
sprinkle with lemon juice and chil} 
thoroughly. Then drain and ar- 
range on lettuce, alternating sec- 
tions of pineapple and melon. Gar- 
nish with cream cheese rubbed 
through a strainer, and with small 
bits of maraschino cherry. Serve 
— sherry flavoured French dresse 
ng.

A FAVORITE MEAT ROLL

It Is a Welcome Adaptation of the 
Familiar Hamburger. 

There are many variations of 
this old-fashioned dish which is 
sometimes calied chopped meat. 
Select beef from the round and 
either grind ‘it yourself or have 
the butcher do it for you. Form 
the meat into a long roll being 
careful to press the meat together 
sufficiently so that the roll will 
hold its shape. 

This roll may be cooked in sev- 
eral ways. It may be placed in 
a dripping paa with a brown or 
tomato sauce poured round it. The 
pan is well covered and the meat 
cooked merely in the steam of the 
sauce. 

A good way to prepare this dish 
is to broil it. Grease an old- 
fashioned wire broiler. Place the 


meat on the oroiler of the gas 
oven. Sear each side equally to 
keep in the juices and then cook 
until each side is a good brown. 


Cheese Bonbons. 

Two packages cream cheese, one- 
half teaspoon salt, few grains pap- 
rika, one-half cup stuffed Olives, 
cracker meal and English walnut 
meats. Mix seasonings with the 
cheese and chopped olives and 
shape lightly into balls. Roll balls 
in cracker crumbs and place a 


half walnut on each bonbon.

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record. It can truthfully be char- 
acterized as one of patience, con- 
sideration, restraint and assistance. 
We have accepted settlement of ob- 
ligations, not in accordance with 
what was due, but in accordance 
with the merciful principle of what 
our debtors could pay. We have 
given of our counsel when asked, 
and of our resources for construc- 
tive purposes, but we have care- 
fully. refrained from all interven- 
tion which was unsought or which 
we believed would be ineffective, 
and we have not wished to con- 
tribute to the support of arma- 
ments. Whatever assistance we 
may have given to finishing the 
war, we feel free from any respon- 
sibility for beginning it. We do 
not wish to finance preparation for 
a future war. 
This Nation and Europe. 

We have heard an impressive 
amount of discussion concerning 
our duty to Europe. Our own peo- 
ple have’ supplied considerable 
quantities of it. Europe itself has 
expressed very definite ideas on this 
subject. We do have such duties. 
We have acknowledged them and 
tried to meet them. They are not 
all on one side, however. They are 
mutual. We have sometimes been 
reproached for lecturing Europe, 
but probably ours are not the only 
people who sometimes engage in 
gratuitous criticism and advice. We 
have also been charged with pur- 
suing a policy of isolation. We are 
not the only people, either, who de- 
sire to give their attention to their 
own affairs. It is quite evident 
that both of these claims cannot 
I think no informed per- 
son at home or abroad would 
blame us for not intervening in af- 
fairs which are peculiarly the con- 
cern of others to adjust, or when 
we are asked for help for stating 
clearly the terms on which we are 
willing to respond. 

Aided Friend and Foe Alike. 
Immediately following the war 
we went to the rescue of friend 
and foe alike in Europe on the 
grounds of humanity. Later our 
experts joined with their experts 
in making a temporary adjustment 
of German reparations and secur- 
ing the evacuation of the Ruhr. 
Our people lent $110,000,000 to 
Germany to put that plan into im- 
mediate effect. Since 1924 Ger- 
many has paid on reparations 
about $1,300,000,000, and our peo- 
ple have lent to national, state and 
municipal governments and to cor- 
porations in Germany a little over 
$1,100,000,000. It could not be | 
claimed that this money is the en- 
tire source from which reparations 


, have been directly paid, but it must 


have been a large factor in ren- 
dering Germany able to pay. We 
also lent large sums to the gov- 
ernments and corporations in other 
countries to aid in their financial 
rehabilitation. 

I have several times stated that 
such ought to be our policy. But 
there is little reason for sending 
capital abroad while rates for 
money in London and Paris are 
at 4 or 5 per cent, while ours are 
much higher. England is placing 
very considerable loans abroad; 
France has had large credits 
abroad, some of which have been 
called home. Both are making 
very large outlays for military pur- 
poses, 

Time to Curtail Foreign Loans. 


Europe on the whole has ar- 
rived at a state of financial sta- 
bility and prosperity where it can 
not be said we are called on to 
help or act much beyond a strict 
business basis. The needs of our 
own people require that any fur- 
ther advances by us n.ust have 
most careful consideration. 

For the United States not to 
wish Europe to prosper would be 
not only a selfish, but an entirely 
unenlightened view. We want the 
life and money 
which we have made there to be 
to their benefit. We should like 
to have our Government debts all 
settled, although it is probable that 
we could better afford to lose 
them than our debtors could afford 
not to pay them. Divergent stan- 
dards of living among nations in- 
volve many difficult problems. 
We intend to preserve our high 
standards of living and we should 
like to see all other countries on 
the same level. With a whole- 
hearted acceptance of republican 
institutions, with the opening of 
Opportunity to individual initiative, 
they are certain to make much 
progress in that direction. 

Difficult to Displace Distrust. 

It is always plain that Europe 
and the United States are lacking 
in mutual understanding. We are 
prone to think they can do as we 
can do. We are not interested in 
their age-old animosities, we have 
not suffered from centuries of vio- 
lent hostilities. We do not see 
how difficult it fs for them to dis- 
place distrust in each other with 
faith in each other. On the other 
hand, they appear to think that we 
are going to do exactly what they 
would do if they had our chance. 
If they would give a litle more 
attention to our history and judge 
us a little more closely by our own 
record, and especially find out in 
what directions we belleve our real 
interests to lie, much Which they 
now appear to find obscure would 
be quite apparent. 


We want peace not Only for the 
fame reason that every other na- 
tion wants it. because we believe

Our outlying possession, with the 
exception of the Panama Canal 
Zone, are not a help to us, but a 
hindrance.

We want 
limitation of armaments for the 
welfare of humanity. We are not 
merely seeking our own advantage 
in this, as we do not need it, or at- 
tempting to avoid expense, as we 
can bear it better than anyone 
else. 

If we could secure a more com- 
plete reciprocity in good will, the 
final liquidation of the balance of 
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stone for a temple of everlasting 
peace.” 
‘Pact Expresses Hopes of Millions.’ 
The antiwar treaty was negoti- 
ated “in the blazing light of full 
publicity,” Kellogg said in express- 
ing doubt “if such a treaty could 
have been negotiated between the 
ministers of the different govern- 
ments in secret. And the 
reason for this is that the treaty 
is the expression of the hope of 
|millions of people in the world to- 
day. It came from the visualized 
expression of the desolated battle- 
homes and 


fields, from ruined 
broken men and stirred the great 
beating heart of humanity. Is 


there any wonder that there should 
be in this modern and enlightened 


our foreign debts, and such.further 
limitation of armaments as would | 
be commensurate with the treaty | 
renouncing war, our confidence in 
the effectiveness of any additional 
efforts on our part to assist in the 
further progress of Europe would 
be greatly increased. 

AS we contemplate thé last 10 
years, there is every reason to be 
encouraged. It has been a period 
in which human freedom has been 
greatly extended, in which the right 
of self-government has come to be 
more widely recognized. Strong 
foundations have been laid for the 
support of these principles. 
Practice Lags Behind Principle. 


We should by no means be dis- 
couraged because practice lags be- 
hind principle. We make progress 
slowly and over a course which can 
tolerate no open spaces. It is a 
long distance from a world that 
walks by force to a world that 
walks by faith. The United States 
has been so placed that it could ad- 
vance with little interruption along 
the road of freedom and faith. 

It is befitting that we should pur- 
sue our course without exultation, 
with due humility and with due 
gratitude for the important contri- 
butions of the more ancient nations 
which have helped to make possi- 
ble our present progress and our 
future hope. The gravest responsi- 
bilities that can come to a people 
in this world have come to us. We 
must not fail to meet them in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of 
conscience and righteousness.

‘Not a Political Move.” 

Stating that in the negotiation 
of the anti-war treaty he had the 
hearty co-operation of the states- 
men of other countries, President 
Coolidge and of statesmen of all 
parties and publicists throughout 
the country, Kellogg said the treaty 
“was not a political move.” 

He added that he could say 
without doubt that the treaty 
“meets the matured judgment of 
the people of the United States.” 

“Tt is my belief,” he continued, 
“that all the nations of the world 
will adhere to this treaty and make 
it one of the principles of their 
national policy. I believe that this 
ig the first time in history when 
any treaty has received the ap- 
proval of so many nations of the 
world.” 

Kellogg said that there were no 
collateral reservations or amend- 


ly agreed on. During the negotia- 
tions the question was raised as 
to whether this treaty prevented 
a country from defending itself in 
the event of attack, he said. 

“It seemed to me incomprehen- 
sible that any nation should be- 
lieve that a country could be de- 
prived of its legitimate right of 
self-defense,”” he added. 

A Sacred Obligation. 


The Secretary said that he did 
not agree with the claims that the 
anti-war treaty was weak because 
it lacks provisions for enforcing it. 
He declared he did not believe that 
the United States or many other 
nations would willingly submit to 
any tribunal to decide the question 
of whether a nation had violated 
the treaty or irrevocably pledged 
themselves to military or other ac- 
tion to enforce it. 

“My personal opinion,” he said, 
‘is that such alliances have been 
futile in the past and will be In 
the future; that the carrying out 
of this treaty must rest on the 
solemn pledges and the honor of 
nations; that if by this treaty all 
the nations solemnly pronounce 
against war as an institution for 
settling international disputes, the 
world will have taken a forward 
step, created a public opinion, mar- 
tialed the great moral force of the 
world for its observance, and en- 
tered into a sacred obligation which 
will make it far more difficult to 
plunge the world into another 
great conflict. In any event, it is 
not at all practical for the United 
States to enter ruch an obligation.”

T wit report that a Cabinet post 


will be found for Viscountess 

Astor, American-born member 
of the House of Commons, in the 
expected reconstruction of the 
British Government, is not taken 
seriously at Conservative party 
headquarters. 

In the House of Commons Lady 
Astor is a dangerous debater and 
a colorful personality, but on such 
questions ag control of the liquor 
trade, a tender subject in British 
legislative haljs, she has strong 
convictions. which have made Pit- 
ter’ enemies as well as staunch 
friends. 

On such questions her reputa- 
tic : for independence and out- 
spoken opinion make it extremely 
doubtful whether she could com- 
mand sufficient support ever to at- 
tain a place in the Government, In 
such a post she probably would 
have to submerge her personality 
Most likely she would chafe under 
the restraints of the “front bench” 
—where members of the Govern- 
ment daily face their party oppo- 
nents. 

Lady Astor frequently has in- 
curred the _ criticism of her con- 
servative colleagues because of 
progressive views on questions of 
social legislation, and it is expect- 
ed powerful influences would  re- 
sent her inclusion in any conserva- 
tive government. 

On the other hand, Lady Astor 
probably is satisfied with her pres- 
ent work. She has led an active 
parliamentary life ever since 1919. 
when she succeeded her husband 
as M. P. for the Sutton Division of 
Plymouth. She is the mother of a 
large family, and in some quarters 
it is expected she will seek rest 
fre her arduous work in the 
House of Commons as soon as one 
of her sons decides to enter poli- 
tics. 

It is expected that Lerd Astor’s 
heir will one day represent the 
Plymouth constituency, first held 


by his father and then by his 
mother. 
The Duchess of Atholl, parlia-| 


mentary secretary to the boar’ of 
education, is the only woman 
member of the Baldwin Govern- 
ment. Miss Margaret Bonfield; 
member of Ramsay Macdonald's 
Labor Government, was the first 
woman to attain such a postion in 
Great Britain. 

Polticians will not be surprised 
if in the reconstruction of the 
Baldwin administration, should the 
Conservative party be successful in 
the general election next summer, 
to see another woman M. P. in- 
cluded in the Government. In this 
event Lady Iveagh, who last year 
gained the Southend constituency, 
left without an M. P. when her 
husband succeeded to the ‘eerage, 
is regarded as the most likely can- 
didate for governmental] honors. 

Lady Iveagh is tie daughter of 
the late Earl of Onslow. Three of 
her ancestors were speakers of the 
House of Commons. She is the 
twenty-second member of her fam- 
ly to achjeve the distinction of a 
seat in Parliament,

Lady Astor's 
Tongue Bars 
Her Progress 


HE report that a Cabinet post 
T win be found for Viscountess 

Astor, American-born member 
of the House of Commons, in the 
expected reconstruction of the 
British Government, is not taken 
seriously at Conservative party 
headquarters. 

In the House of Commons Lady 
Astor is a dangerous debater and 
a colorful personality, but on such 
questions ag control of the liquor 
trade, a tender subject in British 
legislative halls, she has strong 
convictions which have made hit- 
ter’ enemies as well as staunch 
friends. 

On such questions her reputa- 
tic : for independence and out- 
epoken opinion make it extremely 
doubtful whether she could com- 
mand sufficient support ever to at- 
tain a place in the Government. In 
such a post she probably would 
have to submerge her personality 
Most likely she would chafe under 
the restraints of the “front bench” 
—where members of the Govern- 
ment daily face their party oppo- 
nents. 

Lady Astor frequently has in- 
curred the criticism of her con- 
servative colleagues because of 
progressive views on questions of 
social legislation, and it is expect- 
ed powerful influences would re- 
sent her inclusion in any conserva- 
tive government. 

On the other hand, Lady Astor 
probably is satisfied with her pres- 
ent work. She has led an active 
parliamentary life ever since 1919, 
when she succeeded her husband 
as M. P. for the Sutton Division of 
Plymouth. She is the mother of a 
large family, and in some quarters 
it is expected she will seek rest 
fre her arduous work in the 
House of Commons as soon as one 
of her sons decides to enter poli- 
tics. 

It is expected that Lord Astor’s 
heir will one day represent the 
Plymouth constituency, first held 
by his father and then by his 
mother. 

The Duchess of Atholl, parlia- 
mentary secretary to the boar of 
education, is the only woman 
member of the Baldwin Govern- 
ment. Miss Margaret Bonfield, 
member of Ramsay Macdonald’s 
Labor Government, was the first 
woman to attain such a postion in 
Great Britain. 

Polticians will not be surprised 
if in the reconstruction of the 
Baldwin administration, should the 
Conservative party be successful in 
the general election next summer, 
to see another woman M. P. in- 
cluded in the Government. In this 
event Lady Iveagh, who last year 
gained the Southend constituency, 
left without an M. P. when her 
husband succeeded to the -eerage. 
is regarded as the most likely can- 
didate for governmental honors. 

Lady Iveagh is *ie daughter of 
the late Earl of Onslow. Three of 
her ancestors were speakers of the 
House of Commons. She is the 
twenty-second member of her fam- 
ly to achjeve the distinction of a 
seat in Parliament.
